AGAWAM — Despite the fact 
that the face of both the city coun- 
cil and school committee are up for 


re-election Tuesday, Nov. 5, City 
Clerk Richard Theroux expects 
only a 40 percent turnout of the 
15,703 active registered voters. 

According to Theroux, voters in 
Agawam are likely experiencing 
“voter fatigue” because of recent 
elections. 

“In my opinion, the local elec- 
tions are the most important be- 
cause you’re making decisions

recent primary election to whittle 
down the pool of candidates for 
the open state Senate seat in the 
Second Hampden and Hampshire 
District, which was vacated by for- 
mer Sen.

AGAWAM — The 10 goats 
at the center of a legal dispute 
between Alan J. Griffin and the 
town of Agawam have been re- 
moved from Griffin’s North Street 
property, but he said Tuesday the 
battle 1s far from over. 

Griffin moved the goats off his 
property Sunday, Oct. 27, one day 
before a court order would have 
allowed the town to confiscate the 
animals. He declined to provide 
the location of the goats but said 
they’re “too far away” to access 
with ease. 


“They’re not in this area,” Grif- 
fin said, adding he moved the 
goats to prevent the town from 
coming onto his property and tak- 
ing them to — he assumed — be put 
down. 

He maintained that the town 
had no right to force him to re- 
move the goats and suggested im- 
propriety on the part of Agawam 
Associate Solicitor Patrick M. 
Toney, who Griffin alleged, “went 
and talked to the judge ahead of 
time about my case.” 

But Toney rejected the allega- 
tion Tuesday. 

“T didn’t speak to the judge,” he

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recreation priorities 


AGAWAM — Residents are being asked 
for their input on recreation and open space 
priorities for the next five years. Massachu- 
setts communities are required to prepare and 
update Open Space and Recreational Plans 
every five years. Once approved by the State, 
communities are eligible for federal and state 
open space and recreation funding. The town 
of Agawam has received $500,000 of Urban 
Self-Help funds for Phase I of the School 
Street Park and $400,000 in PARC grant 
funds for Phase II of the School Street Park. 

One of the components of the planning 
process is the surveying of residents. This 
year, residents will be able to take the survey 
online. It can be found on the town’s website, 
www.agawam.ma.us. It will also be avail- 
able in the Agawam Town Clerk’s Office at 
town hall; the Agawam Senior Center and the 
Agawam Public Library. The survey must 
be returned by mail to the Agawam Office of 
Planning and Community Development, 36 
Main St., by Nov. 30, or deposited in one of 


the drop boxes located at the Agawam Senior 
Center, Agawam Town Hall, and Agawam 
Public Library. 

“We are asking all Agawam residents 
to take a few minutes to fill out this impor- 
tant survey,” said Mayor Richard A. Cohen. 
“Families should report on the availability 
and adequacy of recreational opportunities 
for children. Adults should let us know how 
we can better address their leisure time needs 
and seniors should inform us on how we can 
better provide spaces and facilities for social 
interaction, relaxation and exercise. We want 
to be sure that all segments of Agawam’s pop- 
ulation have input in our 2014 Open Space 
and Recreation Plan.” 

Survey results will be published by the 
Agawam Office of Planning and Community 
Development and public informational meet- 
ings will be held. For additional informa- 
tion, contact the Planning Office at 786-0400, 
ext.

Dene what one town official referenced 
as “voter fatigue” thanks to the num- 
ber of elections our town has faced in recent 
years, we hope the voters here — especially 
those who are vocal about town issues here 
on our Opinion page — will make it a point to 
head to the polls on Tuesday. 

Just look at our election preview story 
(Page 1) for what you need to know about the 
upcoming election; there is a lot of informa- 
tion contained therein. This year, there are a 
number of seats up for grabs — including the 
entirety of the city council and school com- 
mittee, for which there are 19 and nine can- 
didates running, respectively. Voters will also 
decide who will hold the vacant senate seat 
previously held by state Sen. Mike Knapik, 
R-Westfield. 

In addition to the contested races on the 
ballot, there will be a question asking vot- 
ers whether or not they want to extend term 
lengths for elected officials from two to four 
years. 

Although we maintain that all elections are 
important, with a potential charter change be- 
ing put forth to voters with that question, we 
can’t help but urge everyone to take time our 
of their day to cast ballots on Tuesday. 

It’s no secret that our readers are passionate 
about the town’s government, so we were sur- 
prised when City Clerk Richard Theroux esti- 
mated that just 40 percent of voters would turn 
out on election day. We can’t help but hope 
that — on this one occasion — he’s wrong. 

What doesn’t work in the town’s favor, 
though, is the uncontested mayoral race, 
which Theroux said tends to drive up the 
number of voters who cast ballots. This year, 
Mayor Richard A. Cohen is running uncon- 
tested. 

But we’re hoping that the term length ques- 
tion will prove to be important enough to pull 
readers to the polls. After all, should it pass, 
town elections will become less frequent, 
which will give voters fewer opportunities to 
let their voices be heard. 

So we issue this challenge to our readers: 
head out to the polls and let’s try to get at 
least a 50 percent turnout on Tuesday. We’ve 
said it before and we’ll say it again: If you 
don’t make your voice heard now, you have 
no right to complain later.

Letters to the editor of no more than 
250 words from supporters endorsing 
specific candidates or discussing cam- 
paign issues are limited to three total 
per candidate during the election sea- 
son.

com. No election letters will appear in 
the final edition before the election. We 
reserve the right to edit all statements 
of candidacy and letters to the editor to 
meet our guidelines. 

As a hometown newspaper, state, 
county and federal candidates in con- 


tested races who reside privately in our 
main coverage town(s) are offered one 
staff written feature story at the time of 
their official announcement appearing 
at least two months before the election 
date.

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t was the best of times, it was the worst 

of times. 

When I was a college student studying 
English literature, I analyzed the juxtapo- 
sition of this particular sentence a dozen 
or more times, but until a few weeks ago, I 
never truly understood its sentiment. 

On Wednesday, Oct. 16, as I was wrap- 
ping up production of that week’s Agawam 
Advertiser News, my mom called to tell me 
that her father — my beloved grandfather 
— was in the hospital. Because she lives 
over two hours away and I reside closest 
to Grandpa, who moved in with my uncle 
in Agawam this past summer, she gave me 
what little information she had in case I 
wanted to see him. 

Within hours of receiving that call, I was 
sitting in the surgical family waiting room 
of Baystate Medical Center, surrounded by 
family: my fiancé, my uncle and his wife, 
my cousin and his wife, and my brother, who 
made the trip to Western Mass from Fox- 
boro where he lives and works. We didn’t 
know for sure what was wrong, but it was 
serious enough that those of us who could 
ventured to Springfield to lend our support. 
For nearly five hours, our little group shared 
laughs and shed tears; voiced our concerns 
about Grandpa and his prognosis for the sur- 
gery, and gleaned what little hope we could 
over the fact that we hadn’t heard from the 
doctors for an extended period of time, so 
“no news is good news,” right? 

Sitting there with my family — who had 
mobilized so quickly to come together dur- 
ing an emergency — was, to me, the true em- 
bodiment of Charles Dickens’ opening line. 
It was wonderful to be in the company of so

many people whom I love and care for, but 
the circumstance that brought us together 
left a lot to be desired. 

After almost five hours, the anesthesiolo- 
gist — who happened to be a childhood friend 
of my cousin — came out to give us the good 
news: Grandpa had survived the surgery. He 
spoke primarily with my uncle, but basic ob- 
servation skills told me that my grandfather 
had passed the first hurdle and for that, we 
should breathe a sigh of relief. 

The attending physician who performed 
the surgery came to 
speak with us shortly 
thereafter, and he filled

group was so large, they requested short vis- 
its of just two people at a time. My uncle 
and cousin went in first and stayed with 
him for about 10 or 15 minutes before my 
uncle came out and asked “Who wants to 
see Grandpa next?” My brother and I both 
wanted to head in, but Jeff was kind enough 
to let me go ahead of him. 

Walking down the ICU hallway, I remind- 
ed myself that P’'d already seen Grandpa, 
however briefly, and that I knew what to 
expect. 

He looked so small ly- 
ing in the bed with all the 
hospital machines beeping

gathered our belongings and sought out the 
elevator to take us to the fifth floor waiting 
room. 

As my cousin’s wife and I were walking 
down the fifth floor hall together, a gurney 
emerged from the elevators and we moved 
aside to let it pass toward the ICU. Laying 
on the gurney was Grandpa, looking more 
frail and vulnerable than I’d ever seen him 
in my life. But he was there, mere feet from 
me, and just seeing him helped to ease my 
WOITy. 

We went back to regale our family with 
our brief encounter and anxiously waited 
until the ICU staff called us in. Because our

ble. As I took hold of his 
hand, my cousin told me 
that he was just starting to wake up from the 
anesthesia. He still had a breathing tube and 
wouldn’t be able to talk to us, but he started 
opening his eyes. He would later tell us he 
didn’t remember us being there, though. 

Once the rest of the family had a chance 
to spend some time with him, we elected 
to head home and meet Thursday with my 
parents, who were traveling from the Lowell 
area. 

As we made our way toward the Daly 
Building that Thursday morning, I told my 
mom not to be surprised by how he looks. 

““He’s had a rough couple days,” I told 
her as she walked through the ICU doors. 
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What seemed like mere minutes later, she 
emerged with tears in her eyes and I real- 
ized how hard it must be to see your own 
parent in such condition, especially because 
she knows — better than even my brother or I 
do — how strong my grandfather 1s. 

“You wouldn’t want to have gotten into a 
fight with him in his 20s,” I recall my uncle 
telling his doctor. 

When I went in though, I was pleasantly 
surprised to see grandpa sitting up, without 
the breathing tube, and talking intermittent- 
ly. I took hold of his hand to say hello and 
he smiled. 

“You had a lot of people praying for you,” 
I told him. “We were pretty worried about 
you.” 

He thanked us for being there but said we 
shouldn’t have gone through the trouble. 

“We don’t mind; we love seeing you,” I 
said. 

“But if you want to see your family, all 
you have to do 1s call,’ my uncle’s wife told 
him. “You don’t need to go through all this 
just to see them.” 

In the two weeks since then, my family 
has rotated in and out of Baystate to visit 
him and I have a strong feeling that our pres- 
ence has had a large impact on Grandpa’s 
recovery. While we know we’re not out of 
the woods yet, it’s hard not to feel positive 
about his prognosis. He’s in good hands in 
Baystate, my mom said. 

Regardless, I keep reminding him that it 
was important to us that he get well. 

“Grandpa, you need to get better so you 
can meet your great-grandson in February,” 
I said. 

He smiled and said, “I'd like that.”

State Senate 

Also on the ballot will be the state senate 
race in the Second Hampden Hampshire Dis- 
trict for the seat previously held by Knapik, 
who left the senate in August for a position 
at Westfield State University. 

Vying for the seat are Republican Donald 
Humason and Democrat David Bartley. 

Bartley is a first-term Holyoke City Coun- 
cilor. His father was a former legislator and 
former president at Holyoke Community 
College and the school’s athletic center is 
named for him. 

He said he is hoping to continue a tradi- 
tion of public service that his 
father engrained in him. Bart- 
ley also believes his experience 
as an attorney will allow him to 
relate to the public and provide 
good constituent service. 

Humason has been the state 
representative for the city of 
Westfield for the past 12 years. 
He worked under Knapik as 
achief of staff for several years 
and had spent time with the former Gov. 
Paul Cellucci. 

He believes he has the political experience 
working with past and present legislators, to 
tackle the challenge of expanding his repre- 
sented district from one community to 11. 


Ballot Question 

Voters on Tuesday will also be asked to 
decide whether or not the term lengths for 
elected officials — mayor, city councilors 
and school committee members — should 
be extended from the current two years to 
four years. A yes vote would enact a charter 
amendment while a no vote would make no 
change to the existing charter. 

Theroux said he hopes the question passes 
at the polls. 

“It’s something other communities have 
done, including Springfield,’ Theroux said 
stating that the municipal association favors 
the extended term lengths. “It gives whoever 
is the mayor the opportunity to work on the 
job and not be constantly looking at his re- 
election situation. Those two years go by 
very quickly.” 

Theroux said a four-year term would give 
elected officials a “little break” in the elec- 
tion and allow them to concentrate on the 
governing process. 

“When you’re always looking over your 
shoulder concerning election, it takes time 
and focus away from y our job,” Theroux 
said. 

The polls will be open Tuesday, Nov. 5 
from 7 a.m. to 7 p.m.

said. “I would deny that claim from him. I 
filed my paperwork, went in, and argued my 
case. I deny ever speaking to the judge prior 
to the hearing.” 

The dispute between Alan and Suzanne 
Griffin and the town of Agawam began in 
2006 when town officials informed him that 
keeping goats on the property is a violation 
of town zoning bylaws. 

A Hampden Housing Court judge ruled 
Oct. 14 that Griffin had to remove the goats 
by Oct. 27 or the town would be granted the 
authority to remove them. 

Prior to that ruling, a U.S. District Court 
judge in Springfield dismissed a separate 
lawsuit filed by Griffin and his wife against 
the town for violating the Griffins’ civil 
rights and discriminating against them. They 
were seeking $2 million in damages. 

Griffin maintains that the goats are needed 
to supply milk for his wife’s medical condi- 
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tion, for which they have a doctor’s note. 

“My wife needed goats milk and you can’t 
buy raw goats milk from the store or off the 
farm,’ Griffin said. “You can have the milk 
yourself but you can’t sell it. They took her 
raw goats milk away [so] her colitis is going 
to react and then I’m going to go after the 
town.” 

Currently, there is a “for sale by owner’ 
sign outside Griffin’s property. 

“T want to sell my house and my land 
and get the [heck] out of this town but like 
I said, I’m not leaving until I win this case,” 
he said. 

Griffin said he has hired an attorney from 
California to assist him with moving for- 
ward, but declined to provide the attorney’s 
name. 

Toney confirmed that the goats had been 
removed from the property at presstime, but 
declined to comment further because the 
case 1s still in litigation.

HOLYOKE - State Senate hopefuls Don- 
ald Humason and David Bartley met in a 
forum-style debate held at Holyoke Com- 
munity College last week. 

Humason, a Republican, and Bartley, a 
Democrat, will face off in a special senate 
election for the vacated Second Hampden 
Hampshire District seat on Nov. 5, but they 
squared off during debate Oct. 21. 

The pair took turns answering questions 
from local media, attacking several issues, 
including tolls, local aid, gun control and 
violence, and the recent controversy at West- 
field State University (WSU). 

Humason and Bartley agreed that WSU 
President Evan Dobelle, who was suspend- 
ed with pay earlier this month as the Board 
of Trustees investigates alleged improper 
spending practices, deserves due process and 
should have the right to a full investigation. 

“T am not ready to hang Evan Dobelle here 
(at this forum) just to gain political points,” 
said Bartley. “But I would encourage the re- 
lease of funds for the new science center to 
be released by the state. The students should 
not be punished over this.” 

Humason, a graduate of WSU and the cur- 
rent state representative in Westfield, agreed 
that the issue has become a distraction and 
students need to be able to move on an get 
back to business. 

“This issue is taking away from the good 
things happening at that school,’ said Hu- 
mason. “Westfield State provides one of the 
best educations in the country. Let the pro- 
cess work itself out.” 

The two candidates were asked how they 
felt about the tolls being reinstated for Exits 
1 through 6 along the Massachusetts Turn- 
pike. 

Both candidates said they would continue 
to fight the tolls on the western side of the 
State. 

“The Holyoke City Council made a vote 
opposing the tolls,’ said Bartley, currently 
in his first term on the city council. “Boston 
does not get it.” 

Bartley said the legislature said the mon- 
ey collected from the Exit 1 through 6 tolls 
would be put to use in Western Mass. How-

anything past Exit 14, near the Boston outer 
city limits. 

Humason also is against the tolls. He filed 
legislation with the house to repeal their re- 
instatement, but it was voted down. 

“We live in a part of the state where more 
travel is necessary to get to places,” said Hu- 
mason. “We don’t have the public transpor- 
tation or a “TI” like Boston does. The tolls 
going away in the 1990s were one of the few 
‘gifts’ given to Western Mass.” 

Humason said Western Mass. received a 
double whammy this year with the reinstate- 
ment of the tolls and the increase in the gas 
tax. 

Both candidates were queried about how 
they would represent the size-diverse com- 
munities in the Second Hampden Hampshire 
District. 

Bartley responded by saying that, as a city 
councilor, he represents a smaller part of the 
population in his ward. 

“Tt’s all about reaching out to people,” he 
said. 

Humason said doing a good job listening 
is very important. 

“T have been listening to the issues coming 
from the smaller communities like Tolland,’ 
said Humason. “They have agricultural is- 
sues, transportation, and want more tourism

The candidates both called for the rein- 
statement of $150 million in Chapter 90 
transportation funds cut by Gov. Deval Pat- 
rick. 

“We need to start putting more money 
back into our communities,’ said Bartley. 
“The local aid formula needs to change.” 

Humason said public infrastructure is a 
priority, and agreed with Bartley. 

“Shame on Gov. Patrick for not returning 


that money to the cities and towns,” said Hu- 
mason. 

The debate was sparsely attended. It was 
sponsored by the West of the River, Chicop- 
ee, Holyoke, and Greater Westfield Cham- 
bers of Commerce and the Holyoke Taxpay- 
ers Association. 

The general election will be held Tuesday, 
Nov. 5. Polls are open from 7 a.m. to 8 p.m.

Bard was a junior at 
Curry College and a varsity cheerleader at the college. Pink 
was Bard’s favorite color and has been a common theme 
since her passing. 

“Tt was nice to see the pink on the football players and so 
many people in the crowd,” said Barbara Bard. “It made me 
smile.” 

The balloon release and fundraiser was organized by 2010 
graduate and Evan’s co-captain on the cheerleading team 
Ashley Fortier. Lyn Bussiere and Judy Crosby, both booster 
parents, also helped put the event together. 

Fortier recalled her time cheering with her friend. 

“She was a great girl and she always looked out for the 
other cheerleaders on the squad,” said Fortier. 

Fortier said Bard’s love of cheerleading started at Aga- 
wam High. 

“Tt started right here on this field,” said Fortier. 

Fortier made calls to several cheerleaders of past Agawam 
High squads. About 15 came out for the remembrance cer- 
emony. Unfortunately, several others were away at college. 

Since her passing, the Bard family has been working on 
the EvvGirl Foundation, a project dedicated to raising mon- 
ey for neonatal units in Massachusetts.

Baystate Medical Center’s unit is first for the Bard family. 
There are 49 “‘beds”’ in their neonatal unit. Todd Bard said he 
hopes the foundation can raise the money to provide cameras 
for all of them. Five cameras have been purchased so far.
